At least 8 dead after ‘one wolf attack with truck.

NEW YORK — A man in a rented 
pickup truck mowed down pedes- 
trians and cyclists along a busy 
bike path near the World Trade 
Center memorial Tuesday, killing 
at least eight and injuring 11 others 
in what the mayor called “a par- 
ticularly cowardly act of terror.” 

‘The driver was shot in the abdo- 
men by police after jumping out 


of the truck with what turned out 
to bea fake gun in each hand and 
shouting what witnesses said 
was “Allahu Akbar,” Arabic for 
“God is great,” authorities said. 
‘The man underwent surgery and 
was in critical condition but was 
expected to survive. 

Officials who were not autho- 
rized to discuss the investigation 
and spoke on condition of ano- 
nymity identified the attacker as 
29-year-old Sayfullo Saipov and 
said he is from Uzbekistan and 


came to the U.S. in 2010. He has 
a Florida driver’s license but may 
have been staying in New Jersey, 
they said. 

Investigators discovered hand- 
written notes in Arabic near the 
truck that indicated allegiance to 
the Islamic State, two law enforce- 
ment officials said. But investi- 
gators had not uncovered evi- 
dence of any direct ties between 
Saipov and ISIS and were treat-

DeKalb scales back MARTA vision 


Bus lines will take 
precedence over heavy 
rail lines, officials say.

For decades, commuters in 
suburban DeKalb County have 
been pleading for MARTA rail to 
expand eastward along I-20, but 
that train won't be coming down 
the tracks anytime soon. 

Even a recent long-shot pitch 
to lure Amazon’s second head- 
quarters to the Stonecrest area 
won't make rail happen. 

It now appears that if DeKalb 
taxpayers agree to fund more pub- 
lic transit, they'd get commuter 
bus lines long before heavy rail 
would arrive. 

MARTA officials say bus rapid 
transit would likely come first 
because it can be built more 
quickly and cheaply than tradi-

Governments 
fear drastic cuts 
if taxes delayed 


Schools eyeing job and 
spending cuts, hiring 
freezes, furloughs.

The financial fates of the Atlanta 
and Fulton County school dis- 
tricts hinge on the outcome of a 
Friday court hearing. 

The school districts and gov- 
ernments that depend on Fulton 
County’s property tax collection 
warned there could be employee 
furloughs and even terminations 
ifa judge does not allow them to 
collect taxes soon. 

Asked how crucial that deci- 
sion is, Fulton County Schools 
Superintendent Jeff Rose offered 
a stark reply. 

“Iguess you'd say, ‘How import- 
ant is school?” he said. “It makes 
a dramatic difference in our abil- 
ity to either limp along... (or)

The district on Tuesday 
announced a hiring freeze, spend- 
ing cuts, and field trip moratori- 
ums as it awaits tax money. 

Fulton schools do not plan fur- 
loughs but will move a Dec. 20 
payday to Dec. 29. 

Atlanta Public Schools sounded 
the alarm this week that furloughs 
— forced days off without pay —

MACON, GA— David Branch knew 
that his job, helping people sign up 
for Obamacare, would be harder 
this year. But Branch didn’t fully 
realize the scope of his challenge 
until a group that he approached 
with his flyers insisted that the 
Affordable Care Act had been 
repealed, 

“They said, ‘Why are you guys 
here? Obamacare is done,’” 
Branch recalled Friday as he 
finished a training session here. 

In fact, the Affordable Care 
Act has survived blow after blow 
since President Donald Trump 
took office in January, includ- 
ing repeated attempts by Con- 
gress to repeal it. But as the fifth 
open enrollment period starts 
today, the law is reeling from 
continued attacks by Trump that 
have sown confusion and anx-
